A “wise gu y ” to the end, the 
y ou th who won his nickname by 
wearing a p istol strap p ed to each 
leg, su p erv ised the strap oing of 
the electrode to his ankle last 
night a minu te before he died 
in the electric chair for the m u r­ 
der of one of the cop s whom he 
p rofessed to hate. 
In the drizzling rain, seated in 
a p arked au tomobile ou tside the 
p rison wall was Helen Walsh, 
rou ging her lip s. She was the girl 
who sat in another p arked au to­ 
mobile in a dark Long Island lane 
on the night last May when 
Crowley shot and killed Patrol­ 
man Frederick Hirsch. 
She was with him two day s lat­ 
er when IOO or more p olice, 
armed with au tomatic rifles and 
tear gas bombs swarmed ov er an 
u p p er west side ap artm ent hou se 
and dragged Crowley ou t, wou nd­ 
ed and with two emp ty p istols 
still strap p ed to his legs. 
He refu sed to see her y esterday 
when she went to the p rison to 
say goodby , becau se, he said, he 
had heard she was “going with a 
cop .” 
His last few minu tes in his 
death cell were sp ent eating ice 
cream and admiring a p ictu re 
he had drawn of the electrocu ­ 
tion chamber. 
He entered the death room 
with a grin on his face and his 
fists clenched. 
“Hello, Sarge,” 
he said in 
greeting to one of the officers. 
As the head electrode was fit­ 
ted he mu mbled, “my last wish 
is to send my lov e to my m oth­ 
er.”

The story of ti. 
meeting of 
Jesus and the Sam iritan wom­ 
an at Jacob’s well is remarkable; 
but the strangeness of the nar­ 
rativ e does not appear until one 
takes into account its back­ 
ground in the custom of the 
time. 
General accounts in the New 
Testam ent would suggest that 
there was no such vivid and 
strict privacy for woman in the 
time of Jesus as has developed 
in later ages in the east, and 
especially among the Moslems. 
For a man and woman to con­ 
verse publicly, as did Jesus and 
this woman at Jacob’s well, was 
against all the prevailing cus­ 
tom and tradition, and the nar­ 
rative indicates more strongly 
than anything else the extent to 
which Jesus was unconventional 
almost to the point of rebellion 
in disregarding the social usages 
of the time. 
Probably if it had not been for 
her reputation she would not 
have been so free in conversing 
with a stranger. At any rate, 
when we are told th at as the 
disciples returned they marveled 


at finding Jesus and the woman 
conversing so intimately. 


The narrative, however, is one 
of the most interesting and most 
instructive 
in 
all 
literature. 
There is, first of all, th at very 
important lesson th at character 
and reputation are not always 
the same thing, and th at even 
in lives that have mistaken the 
way, the elements of real char­ 
acter may not have been de­ 
stroyed. 
Here was this woman with a 
rather 
unsavory 
record, 
who 
tried to get away from any em­ 
phasis upon her past life by en­ 
gaging Jesus in conversation 
about 
controversial 
issues 
of 
worship. Yet this woman did re­ 
spond to the teaching of Jesus. 
She became so vitally interested 
that she went to the neighboring 
city and brought out numbers 
of men to hear him. 
It is instructive to see how 
considerately and tactfully Je­ 
sus dealt with her. He did not 
burst out into censoriousness, 
nor was he m any haste to dis­ 
play his knowledge of the wom­ 
an’s actual life. On the contrary, 
rather quietly, yet very effective­ 
ly he probed the wound in her 
life that he might quicken her 
confession and bring her into 
the atmosphere of life and heal­ 
ing.

Bainbridg e Colby , secretary of 
state du ring the last y ear of the 
Wilson administration, will be 
the principal speaker at the aft­ 
ernoon session of the twentieth 
district conference of Rotary In­ 
ternational here Feb. 22. 
Indiana Rotary ’s observ ance of 
W ashing ton’s birthday will cen­ 
ter arou nd the address by Mr. 
Colby , who is noted for his 
knowledg e of history as a resu lt 
of assidu ou s stu dy . 
S pe a ke r s 
prev iou sly 
an­ 
nou nced for the conference by 
Dr. John 
H. Beeson, district 
g ov ernor, 
inclu de 
William 
H. 
« Alfalfa Bill) Mu rray , g ov ernor 
of Oklahoma, and Og den L. Mills 
u ndersecretary of the treasu ry . 
Mr. Colby su cceeded Robert 
Lansing as secretary of state 
du ring 
the 
strenu ou s 
twelv e 
months marking the close of the 
Wilson administration. He then 
became a law partner of Mr. 
Wilson, a connection which con­ 
tinu ed u ntil 19 23, when the for­ 
mer president retired becau se of 
failing health. 
Du ring his brief career as sec­ 
retary of state he was confront­ 
ed with some of the most trou ­ 
blesome problems in the cou n­ 
try ’s 
history . 
These 
inclu de 
qu estions 
inv olv ing 
m andates 
from the Versailles peace con­ 
ference, 
a 
situ ation 
between 
Ru ssia and Poland, the Mex ican 
and Irish situ ations, and the 
Japanese 
immig ration 
i s s u e 
raised by California. 
For his 
handling of the v ariou s situ a­ 
tions he receiv ed commendation 
from many notable persons. 
His appointment precipitated 
considerable controv ersy , since 
he prev iou sly had been identi­ 
fied with the Repu blican and 
Prog ressiv e parties. He was an 
activ e participant in the mov e 
to nominate Theodore Roosev elt 
in the Repu blican conv ention of 
19 12 and followed the insu rg ents 


in the Prog ressiv e campaig n. He 
was Prog ressiv e candidate for 
senator in 19 14 and 19 16 from 
New York, bu t in the latter'y ear 
took an activ e part in the cam­ 
paig n to re-elect President Wil­ 
son. He switched to Wilson when 
Mr. Roosev elt declined the Pro­ 
g ressiv e nomination for presi­ 
dent and charg ed the former 
president with breaking faith 
with the third party . 
Rejecting a proposal th at the 
Prog ressiv e retu rn en bloc to the 
Repu blican ranks, he adhered to 
the recommendations of a con­ 
ference at Indianapolis th at the 
party members v ote their indi­ 
v idu al conv ictions. Du ring the* 
war he serv ed on the United 
States Shipping Board and for 
a time was v ice president and 
tru stee of the Emerg ency Fleet 
Corporation. He was a member 
of the Americah mission to the 
Inter-Allied conference. 
Mr. Colby was born in St. Lou ­ 
is, Mo., Dec. 22, 186 9 . bu t has 
practiced law in New York most 
of his life. Among notable cases 
in which he appeared was with 
Mark Twain in the au thor’s set­ 
tlement of the affairs of his 
pu blishers. He was cou nsel for 
the joint committee of the New 
York leg islatu re which inv esti­ 
g ated pu blic serv ice commissions 
and pu blic u tilities.

Lebano n, Ind., Jan. 21— (AP) 
Testimo ny th at Lo u is E. Hamil­ 
to n and Charles Verno n Wftt 
did no t arriv e in Io la, Kas., u n­ 
til May 29, 1931, two day s after 
Lafay ette A. Jackso n was slain 
in an Indianap o lis gro cery sto re 
ro bbery , was p resented by re­ 
bu ttal witnesses fo r the state at 
W itt’s first degree mu rder trial 
here to day . 
Miss Su e Sawy er, who said she 
liv ed 
acro ss 
the street 
fro m 
Hamilto n’s p arents in the K an­ 
sas to wn, was carried into the 
co u rt ro o m in an inv alid’s chair 
to giv e testimo ny intended to 
break do wn the alibi defense 
that had been set u p by Hamil­ 
to n’s relativ es fro m Io la. 
Miss 
Sawy er has su ffered fo r six y ears 
fro m an afflictio n which ren- 


ders her limbs u seless at times. 
Relativ es o f Hamilto n, who 
was indicted with W itt in co n­ 
nectio n with the sho o ting 
o f 
Jackso n, had testified th at Witt, 
his wife and Hamilto n arriv ed 
at the Hamilto n ho me in midaf­ 
terno o n o f last May 27, the day 
o n which Jackso n was slain in a 
gu nfight with o ne o f two bandits 
who attem p ted to ro b o ne o f his 
sto res. 
Hamilto n is accu sed as 
the slay er and Witt as his ac- 
co mDlice. 
With Miss Sawy er’s rebu ttal 
testimo ny and that o f two o ther 
Kansas residents, attacking o th­ 
er p arts o f the alibi defense, the 
state indicated it had clo sed its 
case. 
Defense atto rney s said 
they wo u ld p resent three rebu t­ 
tal witnesses to mo rro w to su b­ 
stantiate the alibi defense be­ 
fo re final argu ments are begp n. 
It was co nsidered p o ssible the 
ciase might go to the ju ry late 
to mo rro w.

tried later.
